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NEED STATEMENT/PROBLEM ANALYSIS:  
 
Pronghorn populations in the area of Unit 19A tend to be at high levels due to many factors, including 
coyote management by private landowners.  Hunting is limited in this area and as development continues, 
these populations can serve as important source populations for translocation to areas with low pronghorn 
populations.  As habitats are improved, pronghorn translocations may provide opportunities to increase 
populations in the release habitats.  Releases will be coordinated in the areas with the highest likelihood for 
establishing self-sustaining populations based on current conditions at the time of translocation planning. 
 
PROJECT OBJECTIVES:  
 
Improve and expand pronghorn distribution in areas with low pronghorn abundance, and suitable habitat 
conditions. 
 
PROJECT STRATEGIES: 
 
Improve and expand pronghorn distribution in areas with low pronghorn abundance, and suitable habitat 
conditions. 
 
PROJECT LOCATION: 
 
Capture is planned to occur in Unit 19A, probably on the Granite Dells Ranch.  An alternate location may be 
selected depending on availability and local conditions.  Release sites will be determined based on a priority 
basis developed from habitat suitability and landowner cooperation on an annual basis.

Probably the Granite Dells Ranch.  Previous captures have occurred here and cooperation has not been 
problematic.

Agreements for access have been negotiated annually.

A proportion of the released pronghorn will be outfitted with radio telemetry collars.  Follow up monitoring will be 
conducted to determine post release survival.  Annual pronghorn surveys will be compared with previous surveys 
to determine the success of releases in the selected areas for translocations.
